Interesting Coin of the Month 


Feuchtwanger Cent 



Lewis Feuchtwanger came to America from Germany in 1829 
and operated a apothecary store in New York. He was 
responsible for introducing the alloy which composed his 
proposed coins in 1837. The composition was similar to ‘German 
Silver’ which it and the Feuchtwanger composition actually 
contained no silver. The nationwide depression in 1837 or so 
nicknamed at the time ‘The Panic of 1837’ gave need for 
circulating coinage, especially smaller denominations. This 
economic crisis similar to the civil war several years later caused 
hoarding and removal of specie from circulation especially silver. 
Feuchtwanger created and struck these coins which the one cent 
coin was smaller than the ‘Large Cent’ of the time and added a 
three cent coin to supposedly alleviate the shortage of small 
denomination coinage. He struck the one cent coins in great 
quantities and the three cent coin in much smaller amounts. Both 
are collectable and available with the one cent issue being listed 
in the ‘Red Book.’

First, the book measures a 
whopping 12 V* by 9 V* and 
contains424‘Full Color'pages Itis 
a price guide listing current values 
in multiple grades for each note. It 
is divided into three main sections 
as follows: 

• Imperial and Early Republic 

• Pre Revolution 

• Post Revolution 

Even if you do not collect or intend 
to collect Mexican currency this is a 
university course on the subject. I 
was amazed at the depth and 
numberof issues pictured.

Starting in 2010, the United States Mint will issue 56 quarter-dollar coins featuring 
designs depicting national parks and other national sites 

The obverse of the quarters will feature the original design of George Washington by 
John Flanagan that appeared ini932. 

Each year, five new national site designs will be on the reverse. The United States Mint 
will issue these quarters in the order in which the honored site was first established as a 
national site.

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Feature Article - 

When I volunteered to write this article, I had no idea what to write about. I am a "beginner" collector. 
What could I possibly say that would be of interest to members of the UNS, everyone seems so 
knowledgeable. Then I wondered how they got to be that way. Well, they had to start at the beginning, 
too. 

I read a book entitled "The Coin Collector's Fact Book", by Walter J. Zimmerman. There was some 
great information for me on how to decide what to collect. It was also very interesting to learn about the 
historical processes for making coins. There was a short glossary of numismatic terms. Overall, the 
book was very helpful. However, I had no idea that tokens and medals fell under numismatics. I thought 
it covered only coins and paper money. 

I was like most beginners and bought the Whitman penny books to fill. I'd have fun going to the coin 
shops and searching through their bowls of pennies to fill my slots. I knew nothing of quality or grading. 

If I liked how it looked then I bought it. Soon my husband started helping me fill "MY" book. He didn't 
buy the kind of coins that "I Liked." So, I gave that up and lost interest in numismatics for awhile. 

I am also a member of the N.U.T.S. (National Utah Token Society) club here in Salt Lake. It's also for 
numismatists. There is more of an emphasis on tokens and metal detecting. There is also a focus on 
historical medals, coins, tokens and bottles. So I belong to two clubs that focus on the part of 
NUMISMATICS that I enjoy, ‘Medals and Tokens.’ 

I enjoy cast medals and tokens the most. I like how thick they are and the high relief that shows so 
much more detail. In the book I learned how "cast" medals are made. The metal is actually poured into 
the die instead of being "pressed." 

The glossary was so helpful to me. I've heard a lot of "terms" being thrown around in meetings. I was 
pretty much clueless as to what was being discussed, so I will continue to go back to that glossary. I 
know I will need to refresh my mind frequently. Hopefully I will be able to keep up just a little with what is 
being discussed in UNS. 

So to all of you "advanced' collectors, please "remember" the "beginners."
